Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. DETERMINATION REGARDING RIGHTS-OF-WAY.

(a) [ 1.—Not later than 60 days after the Sec-
retary concerned receives an application to grant a right-
of-way, the Secretary concerned shall notify the applicant
as to whether the application is complete or deficient.

(b) DEFINITIONS.—In this Act:
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(1) RicaT-or-wAY.—The term ‘“‘right-of-way”’
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(A) a right-of-way issued, granted, or re-
newed under section 501 of the Federal Land
Policy and Management Act of 1976 (43 U.S.C.
1761); or

(B) a right-of-way granted under section
